The United States frigate Sabine took her departuro on
fsturday morning at ten o'clock from her moorings in
e North river, and was towed down to the lower bay
by the steamtug Huntress, when, the wind being very
Mght and dend abead, she camo to anchor off the South.
wesi £pit for the night.

The Huntress took off from the barge office at the Bat-
tery to the ship a very private and distinguished party
of ladies and pentlemen, among whom were Mre. Judge
Powtin and her friende, Flon. Mr, Baddingor, ex-Minister
o Spain, and other dignitaries, who accompanted the Ha-
Wioe down the bay to ber anchorage ground.

As the frigate paseed the Quaruntine ground she was
mhuted by the artillery of tho military encampment,
which was retarned by the frignte with thirteen guns, and
with colors flying, and the band playing o spirited nationa
wir, ghe proceeded down the bay in gallant style in charge
of Mr, John Roberts, pliot. The company wus delighted

The Cen Park—Progrem of the Work.

The last appropriation of $300,000 for the work on Whe
Central park havimg boen exhausied, with the excoption
of about $80,000, which, with tho present foros employed,
would not last the Commissioners longer han il Decem-
ber, an apphication or $506,000 more was mado at & recont

g of the C Couneil, and the Finance Uom-
mitteo of the Hoard of Aldermen, at their moeting on
Thursday, reporked o favor of an additional ssue 0 Wat
amount.

The number of workmen on tho park has boen lately
inereaved, so that there are employed now 2,700 men,
The fuce of the park is assumiog a progresive aspect, and
promises o afford some enjoyment o our citizens before
leng.  Already quite a number of carriages and eques
trians are daily to bo ecen en the grounds, About four
miles of the drives are graded, and in preity good order
for use, The promenade hus so far approached completion
that in a very few weeks iL will be available. The Orst
lnrge shade tree, traneplanted from noar Sing Bing, arrived
on the park o few duys ago, nod was planted yestorday ,
at the opening of the promenade. Out of the huudred (ne
elma required for this part of the park eighty have
already been selected in Westohester county, and will bo
truusplanted na rapidly as possible. In addition to the
promenade and driveg, soveral miles of meandering walk
radiating through the lower park are already flnisled and
graveled, The construction o three bridges, according to
plans adopted by the Commissioners, have becn commeng-
ed, These bridges will be very handsome struetures. Thoy
are designed for the purpose of carrying thi drivos neross
the rides st difforent poinws where the natural features of the
ground invite such constructions, They are of parrow
Bpai, boing ouly tweuty-five (eol woross, with an elevition
of eleven or twelve feet.  They will ba built of =olid wa-
soury, fronted with Nova Scotia stone, of & dark drab
color, and red brick.  Tho playgroand, fourteen woren in
extent, near Fighth aveoue, 18 opow a8 level ag u billiard
table, and prepents a very flue appearancs; it i mangred
and ready for sodding, and will most probably be sl
ciently drm and in condition to recsive base ball and cricket
clubs next yummer. The sksung ground, which covers
vineteen aores, 8 nearly rewdy for Glling, the dan only
remaiuing Lo be ¢ leted, and Mr, OI 1 is of oy
that it will be vpen for skaters by Christmas, if we have
any froet before that time—a consummation devout'y to
be wighed. A large portion of grounds aee realy o o
ceive shrubg, soveral thousand of which will be at once
put o, resorving cortain kinds for & more fvorable sen-
pon. If the Corporation does not bestir itself the park
will be in an available conditon befure the appronches o
it are Gt for uge.

Fifth and Eighth avenues are in o b
graceful staw,  Fifty ninth streat should bo made ton
feet wider at least, Tho strects entering the park
from Fifth aveoue should be graded at onoe,

hak been given ont, and the Street Commissloner stonig
pec Lhat the work I8 commenced and pushed on withoat
delay. We belicve a contract for grading  Eighth avenue
bag been taken long ago; but nothing has been dons ther s,
If the contractor does not st once commence the work,
ghould he given to some one elke to do,

On visiting the Central Park on Thursday we wers gra
tfled to observe the substantial and most important parts
of the work in ko advanced a state.  There 8 time cuoagh
for the orpamental portion; but if we have the drives, pro-
menades and some miled of walks resly for use by nest
summer, it will be & great satsfaction to the public, 1t
there sbould be more men employed. In a coupla of
manths from thie trme a good portion of the work will have
0 be uspended, owing to the frost, and the Comuissinees
should make tho most of the ntervening time. We bope
ey will use e mouey ot tbheir disposal W inoroaso tho
namber of hande whilo the weather permite, and we Lupa
the Common Council will aexist thom,
